During the cold wave which hit

according to announcement 
at the city w ater and 
light 
plant. 


The latest famine threatened is in re­ 


gard to gas. 
A ll of the companies 


in the city have been short to some 
degree during the exceedingly cold 
weather but the assurance was given 
out at all of the offices this morning 


that there would probably be no pres­ 
ent danger of a gas famine. 


Patrons o f the Rushville N atural 
Gas Company found that their sup­ 
ply was very limited 
early 
Sunday 
morning after the 
cold 
wave 
had 


struck the city. 
The gas was little 
stronger yesterday but today it came 
back better than ever. 


It was said at the office 
of 
the 
company this 
morning 
that 
it 
is 
thought there is plenty of gas in their 
wells and that the shortage o f this 
week was due to anomer cause. 
It 
bas been found that 
some 
of 
the 


pipes were frozen up which impeded 


the flow of gas and caused a lack of 
it in the city mains. 
That difficulty 
lias been overcome now and there is 
not likely to 
be 
another 
shortnge 
sim ilar to the one of this week. 


The shortage gave rise to the rumor 


that the Rushville company was out 
of gas blit this is denied at the com­ 
pany s offices. 
The 
company 
have 
put down six new wells this fall all 
of which nix* very good o n es. 
Two 
of them ore in Shelby county and the 
other 
four are 
a 
short 
distance 


northwest of the 
city. 
The 
latest 
well was shot on the Bruce Graham

Company says that the wells now are 
not as they used to be when gas was 


more abundant in Rush county. 
In 
those days, lie says, it was a common 


thing to get a well 300 pounds rock 


pressure but that now the wells do 
not average over two hundred pounds. 
Mr. Osborne asserts that, one year's 
pull on wells of this 
kind renders 
them almost useless and it is neces­ 


sary to he continually putting down 
new wells. 


The Peoples Company will not take 


on new patrons unless persons move

Wild P igeon s W ere O n ce 
Thick A round R u sh ville 


This is the limo of year when the 
birds are traveling south again for 
the winter season and the sight is 
such a fam iliar one t hat 
it 
rarely 
causes any comment unless there is 
some 
unusual 
features* 
connected 
with the circumstance. 
There is one bird, however, which 
used 
to 
be 
plentiful 
in 
Rush 
county that never travels back and 
fo rth in this day of civilization. And 
th at bird is the 
wild 
pigeon. 
Very 
few citizens of Rushville 
or Rush 
county of the present younger gen­ 
eration have ever seen a wild pigeon. 
And yet back in the fir-1 half of the 
nineteenth century 
they 
were 
so 
thick th at their number could hardly 
be estimated. 
Stories of the multi­ 
tude of wild pigeon- that inhabited 
the country appear incredible now, 
and yet they are vouched fo r by the 
best authorities, both local and scien­ 
tific. 
The advance of 
civilization 
and 
clearing away of the forests brought 
about the 
elimination 
of the 
wild 
pigeons. 
Rut not all of them were 
killed by any means, and the mystery 
of wheat became of the birds is still 
a m ystery— even to the naturalists. 
The pigeons of the 
wild 
variety 
usually sought the 
low, 
scrubbing 
timber fo r nestling place-. 
They did 
not often roost in the high trees for 
the reason that they piled, 
in 
so 
thickly the branches were broken off 
and pigeons killed as a re.-ult. 
Once 
in a while the pigeons would settle in 
a corn field hut this was not a usual 
tiling. 
Older people say that they can re­ 
member the time when pigeons came 
so thickly th at they darkened the 
sky. 
At night they were so thick in 
the forests that the farm ers would 
knock them down and kill them with 
poles. 
There was a big pigeon roost 
in Rush county when the county be­ 
came more improved 
the 
roosting 
places were cleared away and then 
the pigeons commenced to disappear. 
The wild pigeon was a beautiful bird. 
Ile was about a third larger than our 
tame pigeon and he was brown and 


g ray in color. 
Ile was a slender bird 
I with small head, notched beak, strong 
legs, naked feet, a long tail and long, 
powerful and graceful wings. 
Sometimes 
the pigeons 
Hew 
in 
small groups but they generally trav ­ 
eled in large bodies and 
Hew 
very 
high. 
The best authorities on bird- 
state that the wild pigeon was not a 
bird of passage but only changed lo­ 
cation on account of a shortage of 
food in tile particular locality. 
Wild 
pigeons and their nests are now rari­ 
ties but exist in a few isolated parts 
of the United States. 
The naturalists state that iii the 
early days there were often one hun­ 
dred nest" in one tree and the breed­ 
ing places were often a tract of fo r­ 
est miles in extent. 
The wild pig­ 
eon- would fly in dense columns eight 
or ten miles long and there is good 
authority fo r the statement that the 
pigeons have been -cen to travel in 
columns at least 50 miles in length. 
This seems incredible to the younger 
American but it can be easily seen.

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A few words about avoiding delays 
and expense resulting from carelessly 
fitting inner tubes may be of interest. 
When fitting a tire, if the tube is 
pinched between the bead of the en­ 
velope and the rim, the invariable re ­ 
sult is the explosion of the tube. Such 
explosion usually forces the bead out 
of Hic clinch o f the rim at the point 
where I he rupture occurs. The infer­ 
ence is then drawn immediately, that 


the envelope did not fit properly in 
the first place, but this is probably 
not true. It is more than likely that 
two thicknesses of inner tube have 
become pinched under the toe o f the 
bead, and that this trouble prevents 
the beads from fitting 
properly 
at 
that point. The inevitable rupture of 
the tube will naturally occur at the 
sharp fold in its surface ju st below 
the toe of the bead. 
This rupture 
will permit the air to escape with ex­ 
plosive force between the outside of 
the head and the inner surface of the 
clinch, and this explosion will drive 
the bead out of the rim -at that point. 
The trouble was not that the envelope 
was off size, which is seldom the case, 
but with the careless way in which 
the tube was fitted. Explosions as de- 
"Oribed will sometimes occur when 
the car is standing in the garage. 
In 
order to avoid pinching of the inner 
tube between the rim and the bead, 
the tube should be powdered well with 
talc before placing it inside the enve­ 
lope, and it should be pushed inside 
the envelope carefully, after mount­ 
ing the first bead, but before fitting 
the second bead. 
A tter the second bead is fitted turn 
wheel slowly. 
If any projection or 
uneven ess of the envelope is noted, 
take hold of the envelope with the 
left hand, the palm near the bead, 
p astin g the outer side of the envel­ 
ope toward the car. 
Then with the 
thin edge of a spur lever life the out­ 
er bead and push it slightly toward 
tile center of the rim. If any of the 
inner tube i" visible, it is not in prop­ 
er position. 
In this event push the 
thin p art of the lever under the bead 
and force the free end of the lever 
downward to release the bead at that 
point. Then let the bead settle back in 
position, being sure that the pinched 
tube has released itself. 
If the tube 
cannot be seen at th at point, continue 
the examination all around the wheel. 
Be particularly careful in examining 
that portion of the bead fitted last.

exist between our people and those of 
Mexico. Since their coming commerce 
has fallen to an inconsequential trade 
and every natural business condition 
that, ought to obtain is embarrassed 
and sadly out of joint. 
“General Reyes ought to be driven 
from the United States without the 
delay of another day. There is not an 
American conversant with the facts 
concerning his manipulations who will 
not agree with this.”
